Tho 
total amount to be divided, with a>- 
crued interest, is $2,296,986.06. The 
resolution provides that $20,000 will 
be hela for payment of outstand- 
ing accounts; that $100,000 will bs 
administered from Ottawa by a cet- 
tral board of three trustees for the 
purpose of maintaining an adjust 
ment service for the benefit of ex- 
service men; that $50,000 will be 
paid to the United Service Fund of 
Great Britain with an equal amount 
to the American Red Cross for 
meeting payments necessary to as- 
sist ex-members of the Canadian ex;

this afternoon are safe tonight, but the horses they brought out are 60) 
severely burned as to be useless. ‘Two smal! Doukhobor mills are burned | 
and the entire valley is devastated. The Wilcox mine is considered 
doomed. West Arrow Lakes ranchers have sent a call to Nakusp for help 
tonight, but the gales sweeping the Arrow Lakes prevent aid tonight. 

Fires are rife in the Kootenay areas from today’s gales. The Coy- 
kendah! fire on the Canadian Pacific Railway was eight miles long to- 
night and must have spread greatly since summing up. Today's gale on 
the Arrow Lakes took the steamer Bonnington and the new government 
wharf to which she was moored at Fauquirer and a number of Fauquirer 
berry ranchers on the wharf out to mid-lake. After a lot of manoeuvring 
the steamer brought the wharf (which was to have been officially opened 
at noon) back to the land with tte involuntary passengers.

Figures recently made public by the Do 
minion government contain the information 
that large quantities of Canadian wheat are 
being purchased in the United States in spite 
of the 30 cent tariff duty recently imposed 
Mille in Minneapolis, Duluth, Chicago and 
Buffalo have contracts aggregating 14,000,000 
now registered at Fort William and Port 
Arthur. Vividently American millers appreci 
ate the milling qualities of Canadian wheat 
and it is quite apparent that our wheat is a 
necessity in producing the kind of flour the 
markets of the world demand. 


May Bar Jap ‘Women 


Federal anthorities are considering the 
matter of excluding Japanese women from 
Canada. The United States has effectively 
handled the question with the passing of the 
Pixelusion Act, affecting both men and wo 
men, but there is just a question as to 
whether such tacties on the part of the Fed 
eral authorities would be entirely wise. 

At the present time, it is true, the Orientals 
are taking out of Canada large sums of money 
every year that would otherwise remain in 
the Dominion and be used to develop indus 
tries or be spent otherwise.
